I ourth of July will bo more noise- 
less this year than ever. This was 
the decree of Mayor George C. Sayle 
today. 


The ordinance passed last year re- 


garding the sale and use of fire- 
works and ox-plosives is to be strict- 
ly enforced the mayor announced. 


"This country is at war," he said, 


"and all things that go into the mak- 
ing of fireworks are used in the mak- 
ing of munitions and oug-'nt to be 
conserved fo vthat purpose. We need 
gunpowder for our soldiers too much 
to be shooting it away in firecrack 
ers." 


The ordinance prohibits the dis 


charge of c.-.nnon or firearms of anj 
description and the discharge of fire- 
crackers or 
anything 
containing 


powder or other explosive without 
written permission of the mayor or 
•hief of police 
1. It also says that 


no person shall sell or give away 
or explode Kiiy toy cap or cartridge 
pistol or any firecracker exceeding 
one-quarter of an inch in diameter 
and two inches in length, or any 
"dafto" or other kind of bomb, unless

Having withstood a violent German infantry attack in 


forces, the American troops on the sector northwest of 
Toul have driven the enemy from the positions he gained 
Saturday and have restored the situation completely. The 
American main positions held out against the enemy but he 
occupied advance elements from which he was- ejected Sun- 
day by the Americans in a counter attack. To the east, the 
French lines also have been re-established. 


Indications are that the Germans intended to make the 


attack the start of an effort to separate the American and 
French troops and, perhaps, wipe out the American sector. 
General Pershing's men, however, fought desperately and 
only retired from Seicheprey before overpowering numbers. 
The enemy was not able to hold the village and soon evacu- 
ated it. 


After the Americans had driven the Germans from the 


occupied advance posts, the enemy did not attack again and 
Sunday was comparatively quiet east of St. Mihiel. The 
German offensive, which persisted throughout the day and 


' into the night, was preceded by most violent artillery fire, 


but the Americans were undismayed and stuck to their 
guns and trenches.- to meet the enemy storming troops. 
Two German .airplanes were brought down by American ma- 
chine gunners.

Berlin, in/its '-official, statement, .describes Saturday's, 


-action, lengthUy^. Adm^ipn.,i4.niade.,-ttiAt.<the .figjitin.^was^ 
severe and it is claimed that 183, Americans, including fiver 


officers and 25 machine guns, were captured. Heavy losses, 
it is said, were inflicted by the Germans. That the effort 
failed of its purpose is-indicated by the announcement that 
the attackers returned to their own positions under cover 
of night. Berlin makes no mention of French troops having 
been engaged in this region. 


On the Picardy and Flanders battlefields, the Germans 


have not resumed their attacks and apparently are waiting 
for the high command to decide where to strike next, while 
fresh troops and new supplies are being brought forward. 


Meanwhile French reinforcements are pouring.in be- 


hind the British lines. French troops are now with Field 
Marshal Haig's men on both the northern and southern legs 
of the salient south of Ypres. Near Robecq, on the south-- 
era leg, the British have driven the Germans from some ad- 
vanced posts. In this area, where strong German attacks 
were repulsed sanguinarily last week, the enemy artillery 
is most active. Artillery duels continue violent along most 
of the Picardy battle front, where the Germans are using 
guns of the biggest calibres. 


Today the German offensive begins it second month 


without having separated the British and French, and with 
the British army still intact. Where the next blow will fall 
is uncertain, but the allies are prepared to meet it as they 
have met others. It is probable the Germans are not will- 
ing to end the Flanders attack without making another ef- 
fort to drive in the northern leg and get behind Ypres. 
Enemy activity south of Arras also has been noticed.

In time it is hoped 
through endowment and other funds 
to give all treatment free, but until 
then the expenses of the institution 
must be met by the patients. The 
fee charged represents the actual 
cost of treatment and it is intended 
that not one cent of profit shall be 
derived. The only persons on sal- 
ary are the superintendent and her 
immediate staff, the head medical di- 
rector and staff giving their services 
free. 


The sanitarium is situated on Mo- 


nona drive, near the

road, about C miles from Madison.

"About Patriotism" which is truly'prophetic. The article 


was written by Carl Schurz, lover of liberty. 
It is interesting 


to look over this statement at this time in view of conditions of 
the present day. The statement follows: 


The dictionaries define "patriotism" as "love of one's 


country." and "patriot" as "one who loves and faithfully 
serves his country." These definitions are generally ac- 
cepted as correct, and they should be well kept in mind, es- 
pecially at a time of warlike excitement when the word "pa- 
triotism" is on every lip, and an appeal to "patriotism." 


, from whomsoever it may come and by whatever motive it 


may be prompted, is sure to draw popular applause. It 
should be constantly remembered that to "serve one's coun- 
try faithfully" means not only to. profess love for it, or to 
have a sentimental attachment to it, but to consider with

standing, honestly, with courageoui devotion and in a spirit 
of self-sacrifice. . . . 


It is in time of war, when the rush of events frequently
